obtained from the beans by crushing 
them. 
From the bean m ilk cheese 
and b utter are being m ade, also con­ 
densed m ilk, milk Hour and a form 
of casein which is said to contain es­ 
sential elem ents of food.

Before the Soya beans are crushed 
they are soaked in cold w ater. Mace­ 
ration results in the production of a 
thick, m ilky liquid, w hich can be 
filtered and drunk fresh or used for 
m aking b u tter arid cheese, ju st as in 
the case of cow’s milk. 
Vegetable milk, b u tter and cheese 
are becoming popular in m any parts 
of China, India and Ja p a n , where 
the cultivation of the Soya bean is 
being encouraged.

II. Entries 


Entries will close positively, January 18, 1912, and 
to get in, your entries m ust be made not later than this 
time and date. 
To insure accommodation, we would ad­ 
vise sending in your entries at once. 
Entry fee for poultry will be 25 cents 
for single 
birds and SI OO additional for pens, a pen to consist of 
I male and 4 fem ales. 
For turkeys, ducks and geese 25 
cents for each specimen. 
No specimen will be received for exnibition except 
those which have been entered with the secretary, on 
which the entry fee and express charges have been paid.

STENCIL LETTERS. 


Uatd by W riters and Illum inators In 
the Early Agas. 
Movable characters were known to 
the ancients. They were used in teach­ 
ing children to rear}. 
T he ancients 
had also stencil letters, which they 
used to secure a regular style of pen­ 
manship. 
They even 
m ade use of 
plate*, thus open cut. containing an 
entire page, 
it was placed on the 
papyrus to guide the pens of children, 
“an excellent means,” saith Quintil­ 
ian, “to leani them not to exceed the 
desired 
proportions." 
The 
Em peror 
Justinian (A. D. bib) could neither read 
nor write, an unexampled thing in 
one of such high rank. 
W hen it was 
necessary for him to sign his name 
he had a sheet of gold through which 
w'ere cut the letters of his 
uame. 
“Then.” said Procopius, “placing this 
tablet on the paper, one conducted the 
hand of the prince, bolding the stylus 
dipped In purple on the type of the 
different letters, and took aw a y the 
writing furnished with his signature.” 
The same thing is reported of King 
T heodore and of Charlemagne. 
In the middle ages th e illum inators 
nnd decorators made much of such tab ­ 
lets for tracing involved initial letters 
and even in a way composed entire 
works, such as copies of the plain 
songs, etc. 
A chartered abbey near 
Mayence possessed some sixty of the 
alphabets cu t in leaves of latoun. a 
copper 
alloy. 
Later 
these 
patterns 
were replaced by stam ps whose Im 
print is proved by the evidences on 
the reverse of the page an early as 
the thirteenth century. 
In 1288 the 
monks of Fribourg published a treatise 
relating to money in this way, and it 
seems, according to a passage in Pliny 
and another in Petronlus, th a t these 
stencils were used to publish figures 
nnd designs as well.—Charles W. Hall 
in National Magazine.

On i>eat ground turnips have l**on 
found to increase by growth 15.PPO 
times the weight of their seed each 
day they stood. 
The funguses offer an instance of re 
markably 
rapid growth. 
The great 
puff ball will attain the size of a pump­ 
kin in a single night, and IJndley cal­ 
culated that the cells whereof it is 
composed will nlultlply at the rate of 
00,000,000 a minute. 
Many seeds germ inate In a very 
short period—the cress In two days: 
spinach, turnips and kidney beans in 
three days, lettuce In four, melons and 
gourds in five, most of the grain seed 
In a week and hyssop at the end of a 
month. 
Rut others remain for a very 
long period without show ing signs of 
germination.—New York Herald.
